The Cost of Binding 


HE Union of the New York Binders has 

followed the method of last year and 

agreed with the employers that it will 
rest its demand for higher wages on the re- 
sults of the arbitration of the printers’ de- 
mands. If any percentage of increase is to be 
granted the printers, the binders are to be 
satisfied with the same award. The book pub- 
lishers’ business is a far larger item in the 
total business at the bindery than it is at the 
printer’s; the relation of present publishing 
conditions to a reasonable adjustment of wages 
ought to be considered. 


The employing binders know that book pub- 
lishers have now caught up with the book 
shortage that has existed for the past fifteen 
months. They know that they are beginning 
to have to solicit business instead of having to 
decline it; they know that publishers have had 
to discontinue hundreds of titles that would 
formerly have gone thru the binderies in a 
steady flow during the quiet months; they 
know that the falling market in binding cloth 
and binding board is going to make publish- 
ers hold off a little to assure the best possible 
levels for 1921 manufacturing; they know that 
the skilled labor of binderies is not under- 
paid at the present levels. Anyone who en- 
courages. the idea of advancing wages under 
these conditions is menacing his own industry, 
and it seems hardly conceivable that the arbit- 
rators of the printing agreement, sitting, as 
they do, with the October and November con 
ditions of manufacturing before them, should 
decide for a wage increase. 

The book business, whose selling prices have 
been increased much less than those of other 
merchandise, is having and deserves to have 
an active season, but that is no reason why if 
should be anxious to spoil this by underwriting 
advances’ in. price for 192I. 






Clear for Action 


HE week of Thanksgiving often proves 

a time when the retailer who has a large 

holiday business becomes “low in his 
mind.” The accumulated books loom large, 
and the number of days to Christmas seems 
small. \ good clean-up of stock seems well 
nigh impossible. 


Now is the right time to look back at the 
figures of previous years. It will probably be 
iound that there has always been this feeling 
of facing the impossible, that November busi- 
ness, however brisk, never seemed to measure 
up to what was expected of it. The manager 
is thinking so hard of Christmas and of aisles 
jammed to their limit, and the salesmen busy 
without rest from morning to night, that even 
a good active business seems like a painful lull. 
The store manager who has full and accurate 
statistics will pass thru this November de- 
pression the most happily. He will know just 
how much stock was on hand November st 
and how much is likely to be on hand Decem- 
ber 1st. He will know just how rapidly the 
sales will mount on succeeding weeks, and 
will appreciate the benefit that is coming to 
him this year from having an early Thanks- 
giving. The reading of the business weather 
map does not give any reason for seeing a 
heavy frost settle on December sales. In spite 
of the natural liquidation and puzzling manu- 
facturing conditions, there are no signs of a 
blue’ 


’ 


Christmas. People have reason to be 
thankful for a prosperous year, and they 
will be remembering their friends generously 
at Christmas, and they are hound to find that 
books can express more to their friends at a 
reasonable expenditure than any other gift. 

What every bookstore needs now is a su- 
preme and concentrated effort toward selling 
efficiency, an efficiency that will allow every 
square foot to yield its: greatest value, an 
efficiency that will place the best salesmanship 
available at the service of those who turn to 
hooks, an efficiency that will endeavor to 
make those who buy books so’ satisfied with 
their decision that they will turn to the book 
counters again and again during the succeed- 
ing months. 

There is no reason why bookstores should 
not find themselves in sound condition on 
January Ist with stocks brought down to a 
low level and with decks cleared for ener- 
getic work in making 1921 a record-breaking 


hook year.

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AN OPEN LETTER TO: THE PUBLISHERS 


A rumor has reached us that the larger 
publishers are not optimistic about the Christ- 
mas business for 1920 and are, therefore, re- 
trenching on the size of editions and on their 
advertising. As this feeling is contrary to our 
own, we are writing this open letter for two 
reasons : 

First: If we are wrong in our optimism, 
we ought to change our plans and retrench. 

Second: If we are right, something should 
be done to kill the rumor and to put renewed 
faith into the minds of the bookselling world, 
so that we may all pull together for what we 
believe to be the biggest Christmas business 
we have ever seen. 

With this in mind, we are giving our reasons 
for our optimism. 

There is no question but that the wool, leath 
er, cotton, and other raw material businesses 
are in an exceedingly bad way and that Boston 
has been just as hard hit as any other city,— 
perhaps more so. On top of this, Boston has had, 
and is having a hard time on account of the 
bank situation, with several banks closed by 
the Bank Examiners, so that some $25,000,000 
of our business and individual deposits are 
tied up and probably will not be in circulation 
again before 1921. 

We all know that a Presidential Election 
takes a lot of talking. and, therefore, just so 
much less time is left for reading. 

In spite of all of these factors, the hook 
business has never been as good as it is today. 
We have made a larger per cent of gain in 
Octobet than our average gain for the other 
months in 1920 and they have all shown a 
pleasing increase over 1919. We are spending 
more money advertising, but not an amount 
greater than the additional business warrants. 
What then makes business so good? We do 
not claim that any new methods of bookselling 
are responsible, or that we are more brilliant 
than we were a: year ago. We have discounted 
the fact that prices are higher than they were 
a year ago and are not deceived by the larger 
figures: for the same number of books. We do 


believe, however, that the increase comes, and 
will-continue to come, because books are cheap 
in comparison with other necessities and lux- 
uries; that there has been no profiteering’ either 
by publisher or bookseller; that the public 
knows that it can get more per dollar in books 
than in anything else; that the war has pro- 
duced more readers and buyers of books: 
that in “hard times” the public turns to books 
for Christmas presents with greater interest 
than when money is no object; and’ that in- 
dividual books, now published or to be pub- 
lished for Christmas, will never be any cheaper 
and, therefore, there is no object in waiting 
lor price reductions. | 

Whether our reasons are correct or not; may 
be a question, but the worst thing that could 
happen would be a lack of optimism on the 
part of the publishers or of the booksellers, 
for that might produce just what no one in the 
book-trade wants. If the publisher makes a 
smaller edition or does not reprint at this time, 
when his supply on hand of “going titles” is 
getting low, we booksellers are going to be 
out of the best selling books during the last 
ten days before Christmas. If the bookseller 
has no confidence in the coming Christmas sea- 
son and retuses to buy, he is going to be with- 
out stock when the rush comes, as it surely 
will. 

The Christmas of 1914 could not have 
worse from any point of view, and yet our 
Christmas business fell off less than ten per 
cent. Conditions are infinitely better this year 
than they were in 1914, and the worst that can 
happen will be that we would do about the 
same in dollars and cents this year as we did 
last. 

The war is over, the Republican party is in 
control, taxes will be less, profiteering is ad- 
justing itself, books with a few exceptions are 
cheap and in great demand, so for goodness 
sake let us all put our shoulders to the wheel 
and make this the biggest book year ever.

respond to intelligent advertising and exploita- 
tion if publishers and booksellers alike keep, 
as they should, an optimistic note in their an- 
nouncements and in the personnel of their es- 
tablishments. 

The conditions which confront Boston are, 
in the main, no different from those of any 
other locality and, therefore, we hope that you 
will pursue the policy which you outline in your 
letter and make your orders as liberal as possi- 
ble—timing them so that we as publishers will 
have an opportunity for supplying stock before 
it is too late. This point is perhaps the most 
serious one from the standpoint of the publish 
ers, as shipment of goods to other parts of the 
country is not as prompt as we could wish.

The United Bookstores Company 
Again 

Eugene Christian, the author of several 
hooks on hygiene and diet, has been elected 
the President of the promoting company of 
the United Bookstores Company of America, 
and a new Cativass is being made for subscrip- 
tions. The $50,000,000 needed is to be raised 
at ten dollars a share, and a special canvass Is 
leing made of teachers. 

The officers, as announced in the new circu- 
lar, are Eugene Christian, President, described 
as’ “a prominent member of the Authors’ 
League of America, who has two million 
hooks in circulation”; he is actively to direct 
the nolicy of the Company. James A. Brew- 
er, Vice-President, described as “an efficiency 
expert, who has made an exhaustive study of 
conditions affecting the book and _ stationery 
trades”: William R. Thurston, Secretary and 
Treasurer. as “having had long experience in 
corporate organization and finance.” 

The statement to posstble subscribers is that 
there will be five subsidiary corporations and 
that each corporation can acquire from eight 
to ten stores each month, so that at the close 
of the year there would be in operation about 
ve hundred stores. It is estimated that there 


would be four hundred and seventy dollars 
net profits on that first year’s business. After 
painting the advantages of the chain store 


svstem, the success of the United Cigar Stores, 
the United Drug chain and others is pointed 
out. It is stated that the United Cigar 
Stores. are now paying ninety per cent profit. 
On this the comment is: “We believe that the 
American people love books. better than to- 
bacco. We believe our profits will be as 
great or greater than the United Cigar Stores 
chain, and we know we will do more good.” 

In closing it is. stated: “it would be dif 
ficult to estimate the effect. upon the intelli- 
gence, prosperity and patriotism of the Amer- 
ican. people when the twenty-two fhousand 
hookstores.in this country (sic) are placed 
in, a great national chain, when the inhabitants 
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ot each town and village are served by a hip 
grade bookstore. It would be more difficul: 
to estimate the amount of money such a: 
enterprise would make for its early investors.”

South America 


Trade between the United States and Lati: 
America will be fostered by the formation of 
a Postal Union as a result of the recent 
Congress of the International Postal Union 
The Congress proposes to establish interna- 
tional payments on a gold dollar basis for the 
transit of mails, to fix an increased maximum 
rate for postage on international mail, and to 
create a Pan American Postal Federation to 
begin functioning after the Congress at Buenos 
Aires in 1921. 

The Central American Navigation Com- 
pany, has been recently organized and the 
United States Postal Department contracted 
on August 28, 1920, for seaplane mail service 
between the United States and Cuba, the mail 
to be transported by rail to Key West and 
thence to the Cuban capital. Mail for this 
route must be marked “via seaplane,” the post- 
age to be 6 cents per ounce or fraction of an 
ounce. This is the first United States contract 
to send foreign mail via seaplane. The mail 
will be carried in on flying boats, which also 
are equipped to carry both passengers and 
freight.

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RENEWED EFFORT TO LEGALIZE RE-SALE PRICE FIXING 








By Waldon Fawcett 


Altho, according to tradition at the Capitol, 
the final “short session’ of a Congress 
of the United States is not the most auspicious 
time to seek approval for special legislation of 
any kind, a determined effort is to be made 
this winter to gain sanction for resale price 
fixing. In one sense, moreover, the pessimism 
that attaches to new legislation, when put for- 
ward at the final sitting of an expiring Con- 
gress, should not apply in full measure to this 
renewed quest for price standardization. The 
specific bill that would, if Congress consents, 
legalize the practice is new, but the principle 
involved is old and familiar to a majority of 
the members of the national legislature. 

It is this status of the price standardization 
issue that inspires, on the part of some cham- 
pions of the cause, hope that its resurrection 
may be followed by conclusive action, for all 
the scant time intervening before enforced ad- 
journment on March 4, 1921. In the decade or 
more that resale price fixing has been seeking 
recognition at the hands of Congress it has 
been only occasionally and incidentally the sub- 
ject of debate “on the floor.” But individual 
Congressmen have been pretty thoroly in- 
formed as to the merits of the proposal. Even 
more to the point, the issue has been the sub- 
ject of repeated and prolonged public hearings 
before the committees of Congress by which a 
bill must be “reported out” ere it can be 
brought to vote. With the preliminaries thus 
seemingly simplified, there is ground for hope 
that a price fixing bill, once on the calendar, 
may find the legislative body prepared to ren- 
der a verdict speedily, 

That the champions of retail price standard- 
ization have been able to accomplish little or 
nothing at Washington during the half decade 
covered by the world war and the initial 
period in the era of reconstruction requires no 
apology. For one thing, the crusaders lacked 
the old-time inspiration and support from the 
business community. Producers and distribu- 
tors alike, borne forward on a wave of ad- 
vancing prices, with the further impetus of 
inadequate stocks, felt scant need for a law to 
curb price cutting and prevent market de- 
moralization. On the other hand, that portion 
of public sentiment and Congressional opinion 
which has been impatient of the current cost 
of living, has been blindly intolerant of any 
proposal that might bear suspicion of a means 
to stabilize retail prices at the level attained in 
recent years. Hence, the progress of the cause 
of price maintenance has been stayed at Wash- 
ington, save for the efforts of the few mer- 
chandisets of trade-marked articles who have 
labored for Congressional converts out of sea- 
son as well as in. 

Less has been heard of the ideal of stabilized 
prices because, latterly, the national organiza- 
tions, formed originally in behalf of “fair 
trade,” have, while marking time on their 





primary undertaking, turned attention to the 
securance of national legislation to penalize 
“misbranding.” Kin, tho it be to the first ef- 
tort, this latter is of singularly little interest 
to the book-trade save in an academic sense. 
Indeed, books would seem to constitute one of 
the few classes of merchandise that are im- 
mune to technical misbranding. With the pos- 
sible exception of specifications covering cer- 
tain classes of book bindings there would ap- 
pear to be no opportunity whatever in this 
quarter for the application of the doctrine of 
accurate branding. 

A’ certain proportion of the well-wishers of 
price standardization hold, it should be con- 
fessed, to the opinion that the time is not yet 
ripe for the resurrection of the issue of resale 
price uniformity. They contend that the first 
session of the 67th Congress holds better 
promise than the final session of the 66th 
Congress for acceptance of the principle of 
fortified price stability. That the time is ripe 
to reopen the subject is, however, the judgment 
of Congressman Kelly of Pennsylvania, who 
has succeeded, in the role of sponsor of resale 
price fixing, that member of a former Con- 
gress whose name, given to the original 
Stephens Bill, has been attached by the lay 
public to all the successive measures to the 
same end. 

In some respects the resale price fixing 
principle returns to the attack for legislative 
recognition confirmed and strengthened by the 
developments of the war and post-war period. 
For one thing, there is the circumstance that 
in a deranged commodity market, standard 
quality merchandise, under trade-mark or spe- 
cial brand, advanced in price more slowly and 
did not scale such heights, in most instances, 
as non-standard goods of anonymous origin. 
Books, for example, that rank as standard 
merchandise, stand, with respect to price re- 
visions in convincing contrast to certain other 
classes of paper products in which the re- 
sponsibilities of producers have been less 
clearly fixed. Congressman Kelly is collecting 
detailed evidence on this very significant phase 
of war-time price movements and plans to use 
it in support of his plea for a law “to protect 
the public agamst false pretenses in mer- 
chandising.” 

Not only in a positive but likewise in a 
negative manner has the turn of affairs worked 
to the advantage of the promoters of price 
standardization. So far as may be judged from 
the communications coming to Washington 
from the business community, opposition to 
legalized resale price fixing is now confined 
almost exclustvely to the confirmed price 
cutters,—to retail interests that habitually and 
persistently offer merchandise at “cut rates” as 
a means of gaining trade. This is another 
way of saying that there has been an appre- 
ciable lapse of the opposition that came from 
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retailers of recognized. standing, notably from 
various. department store , interests. Indeed, 
Washington hears that the national organiza- 
tion formed by such interests to oppose price 
maintenance legislation has disintegrated while 
the issue has been in abeyance and that there 
is little enthusiasm for its revival. 

Assuming that it is a correct-diagnosis which 
reports to Washington less antagonism than 
formerly on the part of a majority of depart- 
ment store executives, there are several theo- 
ries to explain the purported change of heart. 
The one that has most credence with close 
observers of the price standardization cam- 
paign, ascribes the reversal of form to the fact 
that an increasing proportion of department 
stores in all cities, instead of concentrating, as 
of yore, on the job lots that can be translated 
into “bargains,” are seeking out and specializ- 
ing on the standard, high-grade, nationally- 
advertised lines,—especially where exclusive 
agencies can be obtained—and in harmony 
with the spirit of dependable merchandising 
are observing religiously the “fair” price 
schedules suggested for identified wares. That, 
in certain cities, ethically-conducted book de- 
partments have made headway against the 
competition of rival department stores that 
sloried in “sample,” “hurt” and ‘“cut-price” 
books has doubtless had its share of influence 
upon department store policy. 

Whatever the chances of the early enact- 
ment of price standardization legislation, there 
is no question but that the latest edition of 
the program has unusual inherent interest as 
the studied and deliberate version of what 
should constitute a hill of rights in price 
stabilization. This new Kelly Bill, known of- 
ficially as H. R. 14426, and introduced on the 
last day of the last session of Congress in 
order to be ready for a prompt jump-off in 
the new session, undertakes to dissipate al! 
the objections that have been registered against 
previous meastrres to the same end by retail 
merchants who feared for their independence 
of action under price standardization. More 
than that, it is designed to accept the sug- 
gestion in governmental quarters that resale 
price fixing, if it is to have the sanction of 
Congress, should in all instances be contingent 
upon review of the fixed prices by a Federal 
agency competent to pass upon the reasonable- 
ness of the placarded prices and fairness of 
the profits contemplated by such prices. 

The safeguard of governmental censorship 
of prices is supplied via the final section of the 
Kelly Bill (or as it is sometimes designated, 
the Stephens-Kelly Bill), which provides that 
upon the complaint of any person, partnership, 
corporation or association, being a party in in- 
terest, the Federal Trade Commission may 
terminate or regulate the terms of the whole 
or any part of any contract prescribing resale 
prices. The Trade Commission, by the by, 
would ‘supposedly be conversant at all times 
with business procedure under the price-fixing 
privilege inasmuch as this same measure would 
require of.every -price-maker the filing with 
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the Trade Commission of his schedules oj 
prices to the trade and to the consuming. pub 
lic, together with a listing of the trade-marks 
or special brands, ownership of which may b: 
advanced as the justification for price 
dictation. 

The reader will not miss the significance o 
the fact that the Trade Commission’s powe: 
of review would be exercised thru the supe: 
vision of contracts covering price maintenance 
In truth, the whole foundation of this 1920 
edition of the standardized price project rests, 
in contrast to some of its predecessors, upo1 
contractual relations. The “uniform price: 
and manners of settlement at which different 
qualities and quantities of each article may bx 
resold” are to be prescribed in contracts bh: 
tween a “vendor” (producer, manufacturer o1 
owner) and a dealer, wholesale or reta 
Elasticity would be given this form of cor 
tract by permission to provide for “dispos: 
sales at appropriate times” during whic! 
periods dealers would be empowered to sel! 
price-restricted articles at prices other than 
the uniform quotations ordinarily in force 

Reservations for the protection of the 
tailer to whom the title of goods has passed 
have been the subject of careful consideratio 
in the drafting of the bill that is now on th: 
desk of the law-making body. In discount of 
all probable emergencies, the dealer who i 
bankrupt, who desires to discontinue a line, or 
is winding up his business, is given permission 
to disregard the fixed uniform prices if, after 
thirty days’ notice, the vendor of the wares 
involved has not exercised his option to buy 
back the goods at the price originally paid by 
the dealer. It is necessary, tho, that a dealer, 
ere proceeding with a sacrifice sale, shall file 
with the Federal Trade Commission at Wash 
ington a statement setting forth the reason for 
the sale and the quantity and quality of the 
articles to be disposed of. 

Two of the provisions of the price protectio: 
measure are of especial interest to the book- 
trade. One of these is found in Section 2, 
which sets forth that the provisions of the 
price standardization act shall not apply to 
sales of articles to any State or public library 
or to any society or institution, incorporated 
or established solely for religious, philosoph- 
ical, educational, medical, scientific, philan- 
thropic or literary purposes. The other point 
of intimate contact with the ook-trade is 
found in a provision which gives to a price 
fixer the privilege of replacing instead of re- 
funding on damaged, deteriorated or soiled 
articles. In other words, this alternative does 
not leave a publisher at the mercy of a dealer 
who might demand that he either buy back 
soiled or shopworn books at the full whole- 
sale price or else consent to retail price con- 
cessions in the open market. He may, within 
the law, elect to give satisfaction to the dealer 
hy exchanging for the soiled or damaged goods 
“similar articles not damaged.” If the vendor 
decline to either buy back or exchange soiled 
or deteriorated goods and the dealer is left 
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free to sell'at less than the fixed prices, yet 
must: the dealer give “prominent notice to the 
purchaser” that the article is damaged, de- 
terjiorated ot soiled and that the price is re- 
duced because of such damage. 


Books for Belgian Y ouths 


Mrs. John Lewis Griffiths has just returned 
from Belgium, where, as chairman of the Book 
Committee on Children’s Libraries, she super- 
vised the establishment of a children’s library 
and reading room, which was placed in Brus- 
at. the request of the Child’s Welfare 
Commission of Belgium, which visited this 
country last year. It is the first in Europe on 
the American plan. Mrs. Griffiths and Mrs.

In Europe 
the librarian is called a conservator when he 
vuards the books from those by whom they 
ure intended to be read. The example and the 
generosity of the American Committee will 
aid us in correcting this fault and bring about 
a transformation in the use of books.”

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AN ENGLISH AUTHOR WRITES ON LITERARY TASTE IN AMERICA 


With so many literary visitors.to her shores, 
and one of -her own best-known poets on a 
getting acquainted tour in England, America is 
hearing a great deal of the plain truth about 
herself. ‘Fhere- has been a mild epidemic, too, 
ofvarticles on American literature by literary 
men ‘from other countries, a number of which 
have been recently quoted in the PusLisHERs’ 
Wrexty. One°of the most kindly of Amer- 
ica’s critics is St. John Ervine, well--known 
here*thru his plays and novels, and because of 
his recent visit. Some of the things he says 
of America'in his article “Literary Taste in 
America” in the October 6, New Republic 
will be read by very appreciative audiences. 
The article was written apropos of an article 
on American poetry in the London Times Lit- 
erary Supplement. He says: 

“A few weeks ago the Times Literary Sup- 
plement devoted its first article to a considera- 
tion of contemporary American poetry. In- 
credible as it may seem, the writer of this 
article filled four or five columns in the Sup- 
plement without once mentioning the name of 
Edwin Arlington Robinson, or making any 
reference to his work. The fatuity of this 
omission would ‘be equalled by that of an 
American commentator on English poetry who 
omitted all reference either to Bridges or to 
Masefield from his article. The omission was 
not deliberately made. It was the result of 
ignorance . . . Mr. Robinson is, perhaps, the 
most distinguished poet in America.” 

The article continues: “I would like now to 
complain of certain British authors who have 
visited the United States in the spirit of Moses 
coming down from the mountain with the 
tables of the law. I would urge upon Eng- 
lish authors who are about to visit America 
that 'they should remember there are too many 
people in that country who are at least as in- 
telligent as they are, and that there are quite 
a number of persons who are even more in- 
telligent than they are. I would urge upon 
them, too, ‘that they should not leave their 
manners on this side of ‘the Atlantic. If one 
is ‘to judge of the ordinary level of intelligence 
in ‘England and ‘America hy a comparison of 
the popular magazines published in both coun- 
tries, it seems to me:to be indisputable that the 
average mind in America is a better mind than 
that in England. We have not got in Eng- 
land a popular magazine which is comparable, 
either in make-up or matter, with Harper’s or 
the Century. The Saturday Evening Post is 
considered in America to be a very popular 
magazine indeed, but it is vastly better than 
any ‘English magazine in the same category. 

“TIt.is fairly reasonable, I think, to base one’s 
estimate of the mental calibre of a country on 
the ‘quality: of the ephemeral literature pub- 
lished in that country. If the quality is good, 
rf the stories and articles printed in the popu- 
lar pmagazines are such that an educated and 
cultured «man can »read' them without. -bore- 
dom or disgust, one is surely.entithed: to: believe 


that there is a fairly high level of intelligenc: 
and taste in the country which produces such 
magazines. 

“English authors of high quality are nearly 
always more widely read in America than they 
are in England. The ordinary, plain Ameri 
can, with no pretensions to what is called 
‘highbrowism, buys more books and _ reads 
more books ‘than the same sort of man in 
England. American farmers read much, both 
of an ephemeral and a permanent character, 
whereas the English farmer, in my experience, 
reads little of any sort. There are hundreds 
of farmers in England who do not even read 
a daily paper, contenting themselves with the 
local weekly paper; but I doubt whether there 
are many farmers in America who do not read 
more in a month than an English farmer reads 
in a couple of years. Conditions of life prob- 
ably have something to do with it. The win 
ter in the United States is very severe, making 
outdoor labor almost, if not entirely, impos 
sible, and therefore the American farmer is 
compelled to use his mind to a greater extent 
than his English brother whose farm employs 
his energies almost as much jn winter as it 
does at any other part of the year. I) have seen 
letters to American booksellers and publish- 
ers from American farmers, inquiring about 
the works of Thomas Hardy and Bernard 
Shaw! I imagine that the sales of ‘Mr. Con 
rad’s books in America far exceed, in propor- 
tion to the population, their sales ‘in ‘England. 
Mr. Wells, Mr. Bennett and Mr. ‘Galsworthy 
are read more extensively in America than 
they are in England. I found, too, that Dickens 
was still enormously popular there, whereas 
in England his popularity, still great among 
older people, is diminishing among the younger 
folk. : 

“IT do not claim for the American people any 
more than this, that they have a greater curi- 
osity about good things than the English people 
have and I am not oblivious to the ‘fact that 
an extensive acquaintance with .meritable or 
great authors does not necessarily. coincide with 
sound judgment, but I do claim that -the 
American average man does interest himself in 
work of quality to a far greater extent than 
the English average man. 

“It is when we come to compare the best 
taste in America with the best taste in England 
that we begin to discover a difference to the 
credit of England. The critical faculty is not 
strong in the United States, and books and 
authors are sometimes praised in a fashion 
that is altogether disproportionate to their 
merits. 

_ “The whole of America seems ‘to me to be 
inhabited, generally speaking, by an amazingly 
eager population which is cramming its mind 
ee oe, ~ knowledge, not all of which 
: ossessing, and much of which can- 
ee mnnaed: and the result is a.com- 

| Of quite extraordinary information 
concerning, say literature, and an eqnally ex- 
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traordinary inability to say whether a book is 
a great book, a good book, a meritable book 
or a bad book. 

“America has had men of genius, Walt 
Whitman, Emerson, Edgar Allan Poe, Mark 
Twain, and will certainly have many more, and 
she has writers of a very high degree of 
merit producing books that can stand easily in 
the company of the best books being produced 
in England by contemporary novelists, men 
and women such as Edith Wharton, Zona 
Gale, Ellen Glasgow, Winston Churchill, 
Ernest Poole, Josenh Hergesheimer, Theo- 
dore Dreiser and Booth Tarkington, but the 
conditions of life in America do not make 
the way easy for men of genius to appear. 
The high state of uniformity or standard- 
ization has at once the effect of flattening 
out individuality and of producing a degree 
of self-contentment which is impatient of 
criticism; and without a healthy spirit of 
criticism the way of the very individual man 
is exceedingly hard. 

“But the signs are good. When the mixed 
elements that make up the modern United 
States have become more effectively blended 
and the recollections of Europe have faded 
out of the people’s minds and there is definitely 
an American race, deriving more from Ameri- 
ca than from Europe, there will come not only 
a greater growth of criticism, applied to every 
department of human existence, but also a 
great flowering of genius.” 


Indiana Schools Handle Textbooks 


On account of the fact that the booksellers 
have found it unprofitable to handle textbooks, 
at the margin provided by the state law of 
Indiana, the schools themselves have een 
obliged to set up machinery, and in India- 
napolis the Board of School Commissioners 
decided to go into the school-book business. 
Indiana is one of the two northern states that 
still asks its pupils to buy the books, and the 
state Jaw provides a fifteen per-cent margin 
for the large depository, and out of that a ten 
per-cent margin for the retailer. The re- 
tail stores have gradually dropped out of 
handling them, as it was impossible to do this 
at that rate and cover the cost. 


Unfair Competition 


The Federal Trade Commission has issued 
a formal complaint against the Federal] Press 
of Portland, Oregon, and C. W. Parker, Presi- 
dent. It is charged that there has been unfair 
competition in the publication and sale of 
books entitled “Who’s Who in the Northwest” 
and “Who’s Who.and Why.” The complaint 
alleges that.the Federal Press books are ap- 
proximately the same size, color, binding and 
general appearance of books published by its 
competitor. .The Company has been given 
forty days to file an answer to the complaint 
made against it.

The estate of Aldworth belonging to Lord 
Tennyson has been sold but the library of the 
poet remains as when he last used it. 


At the recent sale of the Ravensworth 
Castle library at Newcastle, England, the orig- 
inal folio edition of Audubon’s “Birds of 
America,” brought $2,000. 


The fund raised in the United States for the 
restoration of the Library of the University 
of Louvain has reached $150,200.58; the ex- 
ecutive committee has renewed its appeal for 
subscriptions to complete the fund of $500,000. 


In commemoration of the tercentenary of the 
landing of the Pilgrims at Plymouth, Mass., 
December 21, 1620, and the founding of free 
institutions in America, the New York His- 
torical Society has placed on exhibition, in 
its rooms at 170 Central Park West. a notable 
collection of books and manuscripts relating 
to New England. 


The announcement of the new corporation to 
take over the auction business of Charles F. 
Heartman, now of Rutland, Vt., has just been 
issued. The new corporation, The Heartman 
Auction Company, Inc., has leased its business 
quarters, in (Rutland, and will hold its first 
sale November 23, consisting of rare Ameri- 
cana, pamphlets and books, from various con- 
signments. 


An extensive exhibition of Whistler etch- 
ings has been opened at the Knoedler Gal- 
leries. It includes the “French set,” the 
“Thames set,’ the “Belgian set,” and the 
“Venetian set.” The French etchings are the 
earliest prints of Whistler and were the re- 
sult of a tour in Alscace-Lorraine in 1858. 
The “Venetian Series” followed shortly after 
the famous libel suit with Ruskin. The writer 
of the catalog points out that the time is over 
for assembling such collections of Whistler’s 
etchings as the nearly complete collections al- 
ready existing, led by the superb Freer col- 
lection now belonging to the United States 
Government. But Whistler collectors may al- 
ways be prepared for surprises. “Who would 
have suspected,” asks the New York Times, 
a bunch of forty water colors lying in ambush 
mn Baltimore?” 


The American Art Association has issued

7, a collection of modern etchings, the prop- 
erty of Mrs. Eben Sutton, of Baltimore, and 
also, that of Mrs. John G. Holmes; Decem 
ber 8 and 9, an important collection of Ameri 
cana, the property of an old New York col 
lector; December 10, the private library of 
the late Henry J. Heinz, of Pittsburgh, con- 
sisting of costume books, art publications and 
Japanese colored plate books; December 20 
and 21, an important collection, the property; 
of the late Henry S. Marlor, of this city, and 
others, consisting of English literature, early 
printed books, illuminated manuscripts, rare 
editions of the Bible and Book of Common 
Prayer, fifteenth and sixteenth century mis- 
sals, autograph letters of famous composers, 
and original manuscripts of American § and 
English authors. 


Far Western Americana, mainly relating to 
California, Oregon, the Pacific Coast and the 
Hawaiian Islands, from the collection of Bout 
well Dunlap, historian and bibliographer of 
San Francisco, were sold at the Anderson 
Galleries November 8 and 9. The most valu- 
able item was Figueroa’s “Manifesto a la Re- 
publica Mexicana,” a 12mo pamphlet, in the 
original wrappers, printed in Montrey in 1835, 
which was bought by Dr. ‘Rosenbach for 
$1,500. Figueroa was California’s first print- 
er and this was his second and most important 
book, of which only three copies are known 
to exist and this is the only perfect one. A 
second edition, in English and the only trans- 
lation, printed in San Francisco, in 1855, 
brought $255. <A’ series of California land 
claims in the early 50’s brought from $50 to 
$100 cach. There were also some early and 
extremely rare items in reference to the Vigil- 
antes of San Francisco, which brought good 
prices, the highest, a copy of “Judges and 
Criminals: Shadows of the Past,” 8vo, wrap- 
pers, San Francisco, 1858, the only known 
copy, realizing $200. For two or three years 
especially, there has been an active demand 
for historical material about the central and 
far west, and prices have been rapidly increas- 
ing. There were some sensational advances 
last year, and this sale shows that the interest 
is as active as ever. The 675 items realized 
$8,948.20. 


_ The latest reports from Russia bring in- 
formation in regard to the destruction of lit- 
erary treasures that surpass the record of the 
Mohammedan in the days of the Byzantine 
Empire. Bookstores no longer exist; they 
are now, without exception, national prop- 
erty. The vast literature of “capitalism and 
Christianity” is being ruthlessly destroyed. 
The communist has no use for the Bible, for 
Dante, Milton and Bunyan. The initiative 
of the printer or the publisher has gone with 
the absorption of their enterprises. Prac- 
tically all of the books now being printed are 
Marxian or non-Christian books and these are 
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said to be inaccurate and one-sided. The 
documents and records of the old regime; the 
history and literature of the capitalistic era; 
the books pertaining to the history of Christi- 
anity and that were a result of its influence, all 
are disappearing in the wholesale destruction 
now going on. The Russian classics in the 
homes of the peasants and in the libraries re- 
main, but should they be regarded as inim- 
ical to communism they will follow the litera- 
tures of the Western nations. What this vast 
destruction of accumulated knowledge of the 
world and the limitation of the use of the 
printing press and the instruments of dis- 
tribution to communistic propaganda means 
for the future of the Russian people no one 
can tell; it looks like a revival of the Dark 
Ages for nearly 200,000,000 people. 


A remarkable collection of Stevenson ma- 
terial is now in the possession of the Brick 
Row Bookshop, of this city, and was recently 
exhibited in Chicago. It includes autograph 
letters of four decades, from the 50’s to the 
8o’s, beginning with childhood scrawls, let- 
ters from boarding school; humorous letters 
in Latin, in dialect, and in rhyme; intimate 
personal letters about health, family and 
friends; journal letters, thirty pages long 
about his travels; literary letters with copi- 
ous references to his leading contemporaries 
and to his own writings; letters from George 
Meredith to Stevenson; manuscripts; outline 
sketches of his novels; plans and outlines for 
works never completed; three complete chap- 
ters, with outlined chapter sketches for an 
unpublished novel, “Henry Shovel,” written 
in 1890; and other material not less inter- 
esting. 


Part II of selections from the purchases 
and stock of the late George D. Smith, rare 
hook dealer of this city, consisting mainly of 
books from the Arbury Hall Library, was 
sold November tr and 12, at the Anderson 
Galleries.
